THE CITY ОҒ NEWARK ENJOYED ANOTHER YEAR ОҒ GOOD HEALTH DURING 1952, WITH ЕХ- 
CELLENT HEALTH RATES AND FREEDOM FROM PREVALENCE OF ANY MAJOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. Айс 
THOUGH WE ARE PROUD OF OUR HEALTH PROGRAM AND ITS RESULTS, CONSIDERABLE CREDIT 18 DUE 
THE COOPERATION OF THE GENERAL PUBLIC AND THE MEDICAL PROFESSION AS WELL AS MANY PRIVATE 
AGENCIES WORKING WITH 05, 


THERE WERE 5,411 TOTAL DEATHS РВОМ ALL CAUSES (INCLUDING 964 NON=RESI DENT 
DEATHS MOSTLY IN NEWARK HOSPITALS) BASED ON АМ ESTIMATED POPULATION OF 440,000. Інсі- 
DENTALLY THE 1950 CENSUS CONFIRMED OUR ESTIMATE AS THE FIGURE WAS 438,776 IN THAT YEAR. 
OUR NEGRO ESTIMATE, HOWEVER, WAS VERY LOW AS THE CENSUS SHOWED 75,626 OR 17% OF THE 
TOTAL, THIS GIVES A CRUDE MORTALITY RATE OF 12.1 PER THOUSAND, A SLIGHT INCREASE OVER

ANO SYPHILIS BLOOD TEST, OF FOOD HANDLERS AND DOMESTICS WHO, BY ORDINANCE, WERE REQUIRED 
TO HAVE HEALTH CERTIFICATES SEMI-ANNUALLY, THIS WAS INTENDED PURELY AS A METHOD OF CASE 
FINDING FOR UNSUSPECTED TUBERCULOSIS AND VENEREAL DISEASES, We WERE THE FIRST CITY TO 
DO THIS WORK AMONG DOVESTICS, IN THE FIRST TWO YEARS, WE FOUND 1800 CASES WITH POSI- 
TIVE WASSERMAN OF WHOM 900 MAD BEEN ENTIRELY UNDIAGNOSED AND UNSUSPECTED, THEY WERE 
PLACED, OF COURSE, UNDER TREATMENT, IN RECENT YEARS, HOWEVER, THIS HAS BEEN ALMOST 
ENTIRELY CLEARED UP. AMONG FOOD HANDLERS WE NEVER DID FIND MUCH SYPHILIS AND VERY FEW

ON ACCOUNT OF THE GREAT SHORTAGE OF FOSTER HOMES IT MAS BEEN NECESSARY TO 
MAKE SURE THAT PERSONS LICENSED FOR A DEFINITE NUMBER OF CHILDREN DO МОТ ЕХСЕЕО THIS

THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT SUPPLIES MEDICAL INSPECTION, HEALTH EDUCATION AND HEALTH 
SERVICE FOR APPROXIMATELY 15,500 PRIMARY AND SECONDARY SCHOOL CHILDREN IN 31 LOCAL PARO- 
CHIAL SCHOOLS, 


STAFF OF NURSES AND A SUPERVISING NURSE ARE ASSISTED BY THE PHYSICIANS AND 
DENTISTS OF THE CITY DISPENSARY. THIS STAFF WORKS COOPERATIVELY WITH THE FAMILIES, THEIR 
PHYSICIANS AND DENTISTS FOR THE PURPOSE OF PROMOTING A PROGRAM FOR MAINTAINING OPTIMUM 
HEALTH FOR ALL THE CHILDREN. 


THE CLINIC PHYSICIANS ASSIGNED TO THE SCHOOL DIVISION, EXAMINE ALL МЕ CHILO= 
REN, AS WELL AS THOSE IN THE FIRST, FOURTH, EIGHTH, NINTH, TENTH, ELEVENTH AND TWELFTH 
GRADES. FOLLOWING THE HEALTH EXAMINATION, AN INTENSIVE PROGRAM OF FOLLOW-UP WORK 

DONE BY THE NURSES TO SEE THAT THE DEFECTS FOUND ARE CORRECTED OR CURED AS SOON AS POSSIBLE.

LEMS ARE REFERRED TO THE ESSEX COUNTY CHILD GUIDANCE CLINIC FOR PSYCHOLOGICAL OR PSYCH- 
IATRIC EXAMINATIONS, 


А CUMULATIVE HEALTH RECORD IS KEPT FOR EACH CHILD AND ALL CHILDREN ARE WEIGHED, 
MEASURED FOR DEFECTS EACH YEAR BY THE NURSE, ALL ARE REQUIRED TO BE VACCINATED AGAINST

URING THE PAST FEM YEARS THE NEWER MEDICATIONS, ESPECIALLY PENICILLIN, HAVE 
ENABLED US TO SHOW А CREDITABLE AND EVER IMPROVING CONTROL OF THE VENEREAL DISEASES IN 
SPITE OF THE PARTIAL MILITARY MOBILIZATION THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY WITH MUCH OF IT CEN= 
TERED ABOUT NEWARK, THROUGHOUT THE PAST YEAR, WE HAVE BEEN AUGMENTED IN OUR CASE=FIND= 
ING AND FOLLOW-UP EFFORTS BY COOPERATION WITH THE АР S. PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE THROUGH 

THE STATE VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL PROGRAM. THE RESULTS OF THIS INTENSIVE EFFORT НАУЕ
